SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION 


The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  reports  that  Ul   of 
the  high  schools  in  Montana  are  now  offering  a  driver 
training  program.   The  need  for  this  type  of  program  is 
urgent,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  expand  driver 
training. 

There  is  also  a  need  for  training  of  younger  children  in 
bicvcle  and  pedestrian  programs.   Several  areas  have  made 
progress  in  the  junior  high  school ,  and  a  few  are  giving 
attention  to  safety  training  in  grad&  school.   To  be 
effective,  safety  training  should  be  stressed  throughout 
the  lives  of  today's  children. 

Additional  safety  films  have  been  purchased  during  the 
year,  and  more  use  has  been  made  of  safety  films  this 
year. 

Many  requests  have  been  made  for  speakers,  films,  and 
other  traffic  safety  materials.   Members  of  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol  have  made  several  hundred  appearances 
before  civic  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety. 

Driver  training  courses  for  teachers  were  again  offered 
at  the  State  University  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  John 
Urlaub  of  Berkeley,  California.   These  courses  will  again 
be  offered  in  the  summer  of  I960.   Dr.  Urlaub  will  again 
be  in  charge  of  these  courses. 

More  than  twelve  outdoor  advertising  posters  relating  to 
traffic  safety  were  displayed  in  Montana  for  a  total  of 
136  poster  months.   These  posters  were  furnished  and 
displayed  by  the  Montana  Outdoor  Advertising  Association. 

The  various  radio  and  TV  stations  in  Montana  have  made 
over  350  broadcasts  relating  to  traffic  safety. 

Due  to  economic  conditions,  the  Montana  Council  for 
Traffic  Safety  had  to  dismiss  its  full-time  managing 
director.   However,  the  Council,  following  an  executive 
meeting,  has  reorganized  and  elected  Andrew  Palo  of 
Billings,  Montana,  as  its  President.   It  is  hoped  that 
the  Council,  with  adequate  citizen  support,  will  continue 
its  excellent  activity  in  the  field  of  traffic  accident 
prevention.

DPIVER  EXAMINATION  SECTION 

December  31,  1959  found  317»33'*  operator  licenses  in  effect  and 
35,229  chauffeur  licenses  for  a  total  of  352,593  licensed  dri- 
vers.  There  were  2,71?  learner's  licenses  issued,  and  a  large 
percentage  of  those  persons  went  on  to  complete  the  driving 
portion  of  the  examination  and  receive  a  regular  driver  license* 
Nine  examiners  conducted  50,002  examinations  —  Uz^iyk   operator 
and  5*111  chauffeur  —  plus  the  above-mentioned  learner's  license 
applicants.   The  percentage  of  failures  at  the  first  examination 
attempt  was  somewhat  lower  than  the  previous  year  —  23  percent, 
as  compared  with  30  percent  in  1958.   Two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  eight  were  unsuccessful  in  the  second  attempt  at  the  exami- 
nation, and  33  were  unsuccessful  in  the  third  attempt. 

During  1959  there  were  3»090  warning  letters  sent  for  traffic 
violations.   Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty- three  ad- 
visory letters,  requesting  traffic  violators  to  attempt  the 
examination,  were  sent  and  approximately  58  percent  of  those 
people  complied  with  the  request  on  the  date  specified  in 
their  notification  letter.   There  were  533  interviews  conducted, 
and  91  percent  of  these  people  had  their  driver  license  and/or 
driving  privileges  suspended.   Of  this  number,  k9   percent  re- 
ceived probationary  licenses,  amounting  to  26l  probationary 
licenses  issued  during  1959.   Sixteen  persons  in  possession  of 
probationary  licenses,  or  6  percent,  received  a  subsequent 
citation  for  a  moving  traffic  violation,  which  resulted  in  the 
suspension  of  the  probationary  license. 

The  advisory  letter  requires  the  licensee  to  attempt  the  dri- 
ver's examination.   Of  the  3*^*83  letters  sent,  35  percent 
failed  on  the  first  attempt,  10  percent  on  the  second  attempt, 
and  3  percent  on  the  third  attempt. 

Of  those  persons  who  fail  the  examination,  about  80  percent 
fail  the  road  rules  test.   About  10  percent  fail  the  vision 
test,  and  another  10  percent  fail  the  road  sign  and/or  actual 
drive  test. 

The  above  actions  are  the  result  of  the  Patrol's  driver  improve- 
ment policy,   A  few  statistics  which  resulted  from  action  by 
the  Patrol  Board  include:   1,17^*  revocations  or  suspensions  for 
driving  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor;  I6U 
suspensions  for  driving  while  license  revoked  or  suspended;  28 
miscellaneous  revocations  (manslaughter,  felony,  failure  to 
stop  and  render  aid,  perjury,  and  three  convictions  or  reckless 
driving  within  12  months),  84o  miscellaneous  suspensions  (mul- 
tiple traffic  violations,  habitual  recklessness,  physical  or 
mental  incompetence,  fraud).
